Young Woman Held Him at Bay and 
Aid Came Just as She Fell Ex- 
hausted—He Was Fined 
$100 in Police Court. 


On the slippery slope of a shed roof, in 
the rear of 1300 Cass avenue, Miss Annie 
Krueger wrestled.for life with her brother- 
in-law, George Hollman, a plumber, Mon- 
dav afternoon. 

Witnesses say he tried to hurl the girl to 
the ground, 15 feet below, because she 
would not betray her sister, Mrs. George 
Holiman, who was hiding from her hus- 
band. 

For a’quarter of an hour the man and 
girl fought on the narrow roof, she fighting 
for her life, he struggling to throw her 
over the brink. 

At the end when the exhausted girl was 
nearly helpless Mrs. Bridget O’Rouke of 
1200A Cass avenue came to her rescue and 
diverted Hollman’s attention until Patrol- 
man John McCarty, who had heard the 
woman's screams, came to the rescue. Mc- 
Carty arrested Holman and prosecuted him 
in the Dayton Street Police Court Tues- 
day. 

Hollman was fined $1, which was stayed 
until 8 o’clock Tuesday evening to enable 
him* to execute his promise to leave St. 
Louis. 

Ir? the var of the second-story flat where 
Miss Krueger lives with her mother and 
sister, George Holiman’s wife, is a high 
shed with a sloping roof. This roof is used 
for drying clothes, a narrow plank leading 
to it from the second-story stairs. 

Tuesday afternoor Miss Krueger was on 
the roof, hanging up clothes and singing. 


“WHERE IS MY WIFE?” 

Hollman appeared suddenly, standing on 
the roof by the plank. 

‘‘Where is my wife?’’ he called out. 

“T don’t know,” said Miss Krueger, fear- 
ine harm for her sister if her whereabouts 
were revealed. 

“You've got to tell,’’ Hollman said, clutch-’ 
ing the girl’s arm. She still refused to be- 
tray her sister and the frenzied man 
clasped her in his arms and attempted to 
throw. her ‘from. the roof.

Hie seized Hollman and jerked him back 
from’ the prostrate girl’ Miss Krueger 
slipped away and ran acrosé the plank to 
her room. She was exhausted and almost 
hysterical. 

McCarthy took Hollman to the police sta- 
tion. In court Tuesday he admitted that 
he was on the shed roof with Miss Krueger 
and said that he was trying to make her 
tell the whereabouts of his wife, but denied 
that he intended to do her harm.

Scientists Who Went to Martinique 
Hint That Greater Disasters 
Than That of St. Pierre 
Are Probable.

NEW 
have returned from Martinique are cau- 
tious in their statements. With one or two 
exceptions, they were commissioned to write 
their opinions fér publication in various 
newspapers and magazines, and avoided 
interviewers. Prof. Jaggers of MHarvard 
University said that, from ‘the superficial 
examination of Pelee possible during his 
two brief visits before the Dixie proceeded 
to St. Vincent, he could say only that the 


energy of the volcano and the widespread 
destruction it had conse were at least the 
equal of any previous similar disturbance 
in the history of volcanic eruptions. 

From what I have seen thus far.”’ said 
he, ‘I should not be surprised if Pelee went 
on aig and tearing out its substance 
until, like rakatoa, it collapses and en- 
tirely disappears. If the present eruption 
does not destroy the mountain, it may in 
future be everthrown in a more violent ex- 
—— than was that which destroyed St. 

“The cloud which destroyed the life of ev- 
erything in St Pierre probably consisted 
Bi eee acid gas, steam and volcanic 


“Carbonic acid gas is the firedamp of deep 


[wells and caverns, and renders man an 
other mammals unconscious almost instant- 
ly. It is heavier than air, and this wohld 
account for its rapid descent of the moun- 
tain side as it overflowed the crater and 
issued from the deep fissures doubtless 
caused by the explosion. 

I very much fear that the volcanoes cf 
the West Indian Islands are connected in 
such a way that, when the activity of Pelee 
and Soufriere ceases. there wilil be out- 
breaks elsewhere. There are many vol- 
canoes on these islands which, although 
considered extinct for centuries, are liable 
to explode at almost any time. Those ‘in 
Martinique-and 8t. Vincent are at presen 
the safety valves of the entire chain.” 


Slumbering Monsters 
of the Carribean. 

The scientists noticed that during the 
eruptions of Pelee in Mar<inique and in St. 
Vincent, nearly all the slumbering mon- 
Sters of the chain manifested signs of un- 
rest,.and no man.can say when they will 


burst into flame’ and fury.. aes. sly 
of these cloud capped cratérs of hu reds, 
of years ago is that they seelh to be con- 
ynected in twos, threes and fours. While 
the Soufriere, of St. Lucia, and Pttons. of 
Dominica, one of which is said to be the 
highest of all-the West Indian volcanoes 
i have not joined in -the terrible demonstra- 
| tions of Pelee and the Soufriere, of St. Vin- 
;cent, they are believed by well informed 
men in those islands to be directly connect- 
ed with them. Both have thrown up their 
curls of smoke or steam since the eruptions 
ane. yoy oe. pies in their cra- 
“rs are sa Oo have bo 
iLrodkonisits, led and sputtered 
The big volcano in Guadaloupe and that 
in Montserrat are said to be so intimately 
associated that there is never.an eartli- 
quake in one of these islands that is not 
also felt in the other, although it may be 
imperceptible in other islands nearer to the 
apparent source of the disturbance. In the 
earthquake which so damaged Pointe-a- 
aha 8 pose ma ey a few years ago, Mont- 
serrat suffered more than any ‘ 
in the Windward chain. git Meee 
This year the volcanoes in these two ‘is!- 
ands have been remarkable quiet. The lake 
in the crater of the Guadaloupe mountain 
is always hot and has apparently not been 
disturbed in any way by the outbreaks at 
Martinique and St. Vincent. The amiabil- 
ity of these treacherous peaks is, however. 
ee as ominous by many of the na- 
ves. 


Signs Which Show 
Volcanic Links. 

Mont Nevis and Mont Misery, the latter 
in gthe island 6f St. Kitts, are intimate- 
ly related each to the other. The sulphur 
spring at the base of Nevis, where the 
old baths are situated, always hot before, 
is said to have run cold since the eruptions 
in St. Vincent and Martinique, but the 
sulphur lake in the crater, always cold be- 
fore, has been hot enough to boil eggs.

Direetor of Suburban Line Says Deal [s 
Under Consideration for Steam Road 
to Build Elevated Traeks Over the 
Suburban’'s Right of Way.

A director of the St. Louis & Suburban 
Railroad stated to the Post-Dispatch Tues- 
day morning that a deal is now under con- 
sideration by which the Rock Island Rail- 
road may acquire the use of the Suburban’'s 
right-of-way from the western city limits to 
Vandeventer avenue. 

The proposition is that the Rock Island 
shall build elevated tracks over the surface 
tracks now used by the Suburban, which 
will continu® to operate its cars over the 
right-of-way, as heretofore. 

The Rock Island would secure a terminal 
in the land on Morgan street, near Vande- 
venter avenue, which is the property of the 
Suburban. Whether this would be a main 
passenger station, or whether the company 
plans to extend its jine to Union Station, 
could not be learned Tuesday. 

A proposition was first made, it !{s said, 
for the acquisition of the right of way for 
the laying of surface tracks by the Rock 
Island, but the elevated plam was substt- 
tuted. By the first-named arrangement, 
the Suburban would have to seek an en- 
tirely new route to the West End over city 
streets, an effort which the line has con- 
tinued for more than two years past with- 
out great success.

The Rock Island, throtigh its absorption 
of the Colorado line, now reaches Forsythe 
Junction. A short line in the city or in the 
county would lead to a connection with the 
Suburban’s right-of-way, which runs from 
Vandevented avenue west to De Hodla- 
mont.

The bonds passed 
into other hands; but the county refused to 
pay the interest or principal, for the reason 
that the road was never bullt, and, also, as 
they alleged at ihe time, that the pur- 
chasers were acquainted with the matter 
when the bonds were purchased. The prin- 
cipal and interest now amounts to over $1,- 


Years ago action was brought in the Fed- 
eral Court to compel the coun.y judges to 
make a levy tor the purpose of meeting 
the indebtedness, but this the County Court, 
acting upon the wishes of their constiiu- 
ents, refused to do. Many years the mem- 
bers of the court have spent their terms 
im federal prison for contempt of court; 
but of late years the judges have been 
very successful ih keeping away from the 
federal officers, and have heid court in 
the brush and in secluded places, as they 
are doing today. 

Beyond this indebtedness St. Clair County 
is out of debt. The population of the coun- 
ty is 18,000, and the annual tax levy for all 

urposes is about $1.15 to the hundred dol- 
ars’ valuation. At the present time there 
ere a number of northern homeseekers here 
looking for farms, and land is seiling as 
high as $2 per acre. Should a compromise 
be effecied, St. Clair County will be tn good 
— as far as public finances are con- 
cerned.

The Two-Cent Invert Has a Market 
Value of $150, With Practically 
None on the Market Among 
the Philatelists. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—Officials in 
the postoffice department have been giving 
away bits of paper during the past two 
“months of the commercial ‘value of $100 
each. 

These bits of paper are Pan-American 
postage stamps of the 4cent denomination 
with the central picture upside down. The 
central picture represents an automobile 
with the capitol] in the background. 

Upon the face of each stamp was printed 
by means of a rubber stamp in very small 


’ 


letters the word ‘“‘Specimen.’’ This renderd 
‘the stamp unavailable for postage. 
Not for a quarter of a century, if ever 
fore, has the stamp-collecting guide beem 
so agitated’ and tarn up.over anything else 
in the stamp line as the series of Pan- 


Americans with ‘the line of errors and in- 
verts following.in its wake. 

The Pan-American stamps aroused extra- 
ordinary intérest from the very start. They 
were the first distinctive two-colored set 
of stamps ever printed by the government. 

The exquisite design and hi character 
of the engraving, together with the rich 
combinations of coloring, at once attracied 
a vast army of recruits to the army of 
stamp coliectors, and many a business man 
féll victim to the subtle charms of philate- 


y. 
Not long after the placing on sale of the 
series, just a year ago, a Brooklyn man, in 
urchasing a dozen stamps, discovered that 
Fhe Empire State Express was wheels up 
upon each 2-cent stamp in the lot, Being 
utterly without a spark of philatelic senti- 
ment, he used.four of the Stamps; gave 
away a couple, and within a few hours 
fdund himseif sieged by stamp dealers 
who wanted the remaining six stamps.

The discovery of the two-cent Pan-Amer- 
ican, with inverted cen.er, was a great 
disappointment to the officials of the bureau 
of engraving and printing. It had been 
hoped that the entire oi oy might 
be filled without an error of this sort. 

The siamps were ees in sheets of 200, 
the center being printed first. The sheets 
were dampened, pressed, and then printed 
with the border in colored ink. 


The Picture 
Was Upside Down. 
If, by chance, a sheet should be laid up- 
on the pile after the first printing in black 


otherwise than exactly as it came from the 
pile, then when the second pemnting was 
made, the vignette or picture would, of 
course, be upside down. Where stamps are 
being ground out -by the hundreds of mil- 
lions, and the sheets are laid upon the 
lates by hand, errors of this sort are 
nevitable. 

After the actual printing has been com- 

leted, the sheets pass through many hands 

efore being placed‘in the vaults for ship- 

ment, and each, individual had been cau- 
tioned to be on the lookout for inverts. 
When the two-cent value was discovered 
inverted, the order went out to. redouble 
vigilance, and it is believed that after this 
order not a sheet of inverts escaped from 
the bureau, although many sheets were 
discovered and destroyed. 

Jt appears that just prior to the last 
printings a sheet of the four-cent stamps 
with inverted picture was found by an in- 
spector just as it was about to be shipped. 
The sheet had escaped the eyes of the 
various examiners, and was about to go out 
to a postmaster. 

The director of the bureau was advised 
of the find..and after he had permitted the 
vorious clerks to examine the sheet he 
telephoned to the postoffice department of 
the discovery. ‘the postoffice officials re- 
quested that. the sheet be sent to the de- 


partment. 
One Samp 
Sold for $300. 
The request was complied with, and a 
clerk was ordered to place upon each stamp 


the word ‘“‘specimen,’’ as mentioned at the 
outset. In some way four, it is said, of the 
stamps were not so stamped ‘‘spec:men.’’ 
‘The 4-cent inverts were placed one each 
in an envelope and presented to officials, 
senators and representatives. Ultimately 
they came. into possession of dealers of 
stamps and collectors in all parts of the 
country, by whom they are greatly prized. 
It 1s- said that a way has been found to 
remove the ‘“‘specimen”’ by means of chem- 
icals, so that.a number of the stamps with- 
out this word across the face are said to 
be in existence. A copy of the stamp with- 
out the “‘specimen’’ sold a few days agu 
at auction for more than $300, and copies 
with the gay ange all are held at $100, 

As only -200 are in existence collectors say 
the stamp is very valuable, and much 
sought after. It is said by other collectors 
that the stamp never having been issued to 
any ‘postmaster is not really a postage 
stamp in the philatelic sense, and has no 
phillatelic, value. 

Since eg facts became known to stamp 
collector the department has been 
swamped with requests for thése ‘stamps, 
but the last copy was given away some 
days ago, and no more can be had.

NEW YORK, June ee burning of a 
gasoline atitomobile on Sixth avenue, be- 
tween Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
streets, about 5:30 yesterday afternoon, cre- 
ated great excitement in the shopping dis- 
trict and attracted a crowd that blockaded 
the Sixth avenue surface cars for nearly 
half an hour. 

The owner of the automobile, who gave 


his name as Myron Rosenbaum, and said 
he lived on Central park West, but refused 
to give the number of his house, although 
he gave his office address as No, 140 Nassau 
street, was riding up Sixth avenue, acom- 
panied by a young woman, who gave her 
name as Miss Rose Barnett, and who said 
she lived at No. West Forty-fourth street. 
As they passed Twenty-third street pedes- 
trians on the sidewalks noticed smoke and 
flames blazing up from the bottom of the 
carriage 

They éalled to Mr. Rosenbaum, but the 
corner of Twenty-third street and Sixth 
avenue is particularly crowded with traffic 
at this hour of the day and he says that, 
owing to. the confusion and noise about 
them, he did not hear the warning calls. 

The automobile had reached a point just 
about midway between Twenty-third street 
and Twenty-fourth street when there was 
a shatp explosion, and a mass of flames 
swept up over the back of the vehicle and 
enveloped the occupants.

The City, Council of Belleville, which 
has a record for doing unusual things, 
took good care of that record Monday 
night. It took action to have the official 
proceedings printed in English in a German 
newspaper, to avoid paying an English 
paper the price demanded for the service. 

The Belleville ordinances require that the 
official proceedings be printed in one Eng- 
lish and one German paper and this has al- 
ways been done. 

Lately bids for the service were asked 
for. The BeHeville Arbeiter Zeitung got 
tne contract for printing. in German at 
1% cents @ line. The lowest bid for print- 
ing in Finglish was made by the Belleville 
Advocate. The bid was four cents a line. 

The contract was awarded to the Advo- 
cate, but Alderman Tuylor became sus-~ 
picious that a trust had been formed by the 
English papers and he brought about a re- 
consideration of the .vote by which the 
contract was awarded. A special meeting 
was held Monday night to take action oR 
the question. 

After a lengthy debate, in which Alder- 
men Taylor and Lami led the opposition, 
and Ajderman Kuni championed the Eng- 
lish newspapers, it was decided by a vole 
of 8 to 6 to ask the two German news- 
papers to submit bids for panting the pro- 
ceedings in English in their columns. 

This was after Aldernfan Kuni had pro- 
tested that it would be a mockery and a 
waste of money and after City Attorney 
Tecklenburg had advised the Council that 
he did not think such publication would 
comply with the law. 

If the contract is awarded to a German 
paper people who want to read the pro- 
ceedings in English will have to purchase 
a German newspaper. 

It was decided to print the annual ap- 
propriation bill in the Arbeiter Zeitung and 
the Advocate.

The Creeks long ago were avery in- 
dustrious people and skilled in primitive 
manufactures. The men tilled the ground 
and wrought in wood and metal and the 
women wove fabrics of cotton on rude up- 
right looms like those still used by the 
Navajo. The women also made garments 
of buckskin. Their beadwork was of unique 
beauty and they were skilled in ttery 
and basketry. arcely a woman is now 
Si who can make ttery. The stone 
jar from the trader’s shop has taken the 
place of the great olla-shaped earthen 
Ahi-kus-wah,’ standing in the chimre 
corner with its pnareee supply of ‘sof- 
key,’ the rational dish made from corn, 
which is both food and drink to the Creeks. 
In my travels among the people I have 
given especial attention to native indus- 
tries because of the very general consider- 
ation which this subject is receiving in 
connection with manual training. 
many Creek women _.6 still understand 
basketry, it does not seem practicable 
to revive this industry. The material they 
use is long flexible strips. split from the 
outer surface of cane stalks. In the Creek 


nation the herds of cattle have long since 
destroyed the formerly dense canebrakes 
and only in remote wilds of the Choctaw 
——- can the bamboo-like growth be 
ound.”’ 

One cf the few remaining masters of 
woodwork among the Creeks is an old In- 
dian named Pascova, who lives near Eu- 
faula. The hickory axe handles of Pasco- 
va are the best that can be found in the 
In4tan territory. 

The attractiveness of the name Pascova 
caused a curious person to write to Alex- 
ander Posey, the Creek poet, ‘“‘Ohinnubble 
Harjo,” and ask for its liberal meaning. 
Mr. Posey replied: ‘“Pascova means a _pub- 
lic square. Long ago the different Creek 
clans lived in villages. Located in the cen- 
ter of each village was a square plat of 
ground, roofed over by an arbor known as 
“Pascova,”’ where the chiefs and head 
men held their meetings and the annual 
busk or fast was celebrated. Sometimes the 
bie house or council house was built upon 
this area, instead of the arbor. In the 
festival season much care was bestowed 
upon the square. It was swept daily and 
sprinkled with white sand. In and out of 
season it was considered a sacred place. 
The Snake Indians have a Pascova at Hick- 
ory Ground, perhaps the only real one the 
Creeks have at this time.’’ 
> Said a man interested In such things: 
“In cities where public parks are build- 
ing, there is difficulty in finding pleasing 
and appropriate names for them. I have 
never heard a nrettier name than Parcova. 
and the next time I am in Kansas City I 
shall recommend it to the park board.’

Zt Takes Sixteen Days to Make the 
Journey From Port Arthur to Mos- 
cow—A Thirty-Two Mile 


Ferry. 


fACOMA, Wash., June 10.—The Trans- 
Siberian Railway is completed all but the 
opening of a tunnel one and one-half miles 
in length, and will be ready for general traf- 
fic the latter part of this year. according to 
George Janson, who for several years has 
been a construction engineer on the road. 

Mr. Janson arrived this week from the 
Far East, and is on his way to St. Peters- 
burg, his home. He has been employed by 
the Trans-Siberian Railway ever since he 


completed his education in St. Petersburg. 
and is returning through the United States 
in order to observe the conditions here and 
the progress made in all material lines. 

Mr. Janson believes that political condi- 
tions in the Orient will undergo no change 
in the near future. Discussing railway mat- 
ters and the political outlook in Siberia 
and China he said: 

“The enormous undertaking of building a 
railway across Siberia for considerably 
more than 6000 miles is now all but com- 
pleted, at the great cost of about 750,000,000 
roubles, or $378, 090.000. The journey, with a 
few transfers may now be made from Port 
aig or Viadivostock to Moscow in 16 

ays. 


Tunnel Nearly 

Completed. 

“A tunnel one and a half miles in length 
is under construction through the Hinkan 


mountains, in Manchuria. This will be 
completed before the vear 1902 is out and 
then the entire road will be opened to the 
world. 

“The old Russian railway extends from 
Moscow to the Ural mountains, which di- 
vide Russia in Europe from Siberia. From 
the eastern terminus of this road the 
Trans-Siberian railway starts and extends 
through Western Siberia. Central Siberia. 
Trans-Batkalia and Manchuria, a total dis- 
tance of 530 miles. 

“At the Baikal Sea the traffic is trans- 
ported on a ferry for a distance of thirty- 
two miles. Thi< was necessarv because of 
engineering difficulties in avoiding it and 
because of the mileage saved by ferrving. 

“Tt Is not a serious§ inconvenience—in 
fact, it is something of a _ relief to step 
aboard a boat after the lone and tedious 
journey bv rail. Baikal is the deepest in- 
land sea in the world. Its bottom is four 
and five miles below the surface. This 
depth is almost equal to that found at any 
place ir sourding the five oceans. 

“At the town of Harbin. where the rail- 
road divides into two branches to go to the 
Fastern termiri. Port Arthur. tn Man- 
churia, and Viadivostock, in Eastern &8!- 
beria. a center of some tmnortance is 
forming. The niece as founded hut a few 
venrs agro. at the time tha railwav was 
hufldine through Manchuria. hut alreadvu 
has collected what {is consifdercd ai large 
ronulation in that part of the world.

It Was Worthless, but Now 
Is Profitable. 


KEEPS THEM YEARS IN PENS 


THEY REMAIN FRISKY AND ARE 
READY FOR MARKET. 


Mr. Pavell Has Found a New Industry 
That Nets Him a Snug Income 
in Catering to the Gourmets.

height. On these snelibanks can be grown 
as fine plums, peaches, figs, 
vegetables as are produced on any soil in 
the coast country. The marsh affor@ fine 
winter range for cattle. Hogs thrive upon 
the crayfish and bulbous roots and 
shoots that spring from the cane. Horses 
do not take kindly to the marshy footing 
and, on account of the myriads ot redbugs 
that harbor tn the shell mounds, they uv 
not fare well on the ridges. 

Mr. Pavell has been paying taxes on 
these shell banks and three or four thous- 
and acres of liquid soi] for more than [foriy 
years. Formerly he manufactured hand- 
made shingles, cordwood and split cypress 
fence posts at his landing. but for the past 
four years very little cypress timber came 
down the Sabine river, and his occupation 
was gone until it occurred to him to bu.jd 
some large board pens in the marsh, dig 
down eighteen inches and floor these pens 
with slabs, that cost only the handiing, 
and open up a turtie farm. The floor is 
not for the comfort of the turtie, but to 
prevent its escape, for a medium-sized one 
will excavate a hole in the mud several 


feet deep in a single night.

SHOULD BE ESTABLISHED. 


THINKS DISEASE IS CURABLE 


He Does Not Believe in eeking Relief 
in Climate and States His 
Reasons. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DETROIT, Mich., June 6.—Dr. 8. A. Knopf 
of New York at today’s session of the 
National Conference of Charities and Cor- 
rection read a paper on consumption that 
has attracted more attention than any other 
paper given before the conference. 

“What Shall We Do With the Consump- 
tive Poor?’’ was Dr. Knopf’s subject. In it 


he took issue with the United States Marine 
Hospital authorities, who have pronounced 
consumption a dangerously contagious dis- 
ease; argued for the establishment of pub- 
lic sanitariums for consumptives among tne 
oor and the rich, and branded as a fa:lacy 
he common belief that certain countries al- 
ford an atmosphere that is a specific tor 
the treatment of pulmonary tuberculosis. 

Prof. Victor C. Vaughan, dean of the 
University Of Michigan, and Frederick L. 
Hoffman, statistician for the Prudential In- 
surance Co. of New York, joined Dr. Knopf 
in the demand for public hospitals for con- 
sumptives. 

‘‘Tuberculosis is a communicable disease,”’ 
said Dr. Knopf in opening his address, ‘‘but 
it does not belong to the class of diseases 
properly called dangerously contagious. The 
law requires that the bodies of persons 
dead of tuberculosis must be shipped in 
car. If tuberculosis were dangerously con- 
tightly sealed metal boxes, and under the 
Strictest regulations, but we allow livin 
persons infected with tuberculosis to trave 
at will from the smoker to the sleeping 
tagious, organized charity workers would 
be powerless. 


Says Disease 
Is Curable. 


“It isnowathoroughlyestablishedfact that 
pulmonary tuberculosis is curable. It is not 


<ven necessary to transport patients long 


distances ‘to enable them ‘to breathe the 
air that is claimed to be a specific for con- 


sumption. There is no such specific any- 
where. All that is necessary is that the 
patient shall have an abundance of fresh 
air, and sunshine, and water, and of almost 
Ho necessity is an abundance of nour- 
ishing food. 

“These, with certain medicinal proper-ies 
and proper care are about all the necessi- 
ties for the treatment of the disease. Min- 
nsota supports a state hospital for tubercu- 
losis prisoners in its state peni.entiaries. 
Texas has a farm colony for tuberculosis 
convicts. Neither has any provision for 
the honest man who may have the disease. 
Massachusetts has the only state dispen- 
sary for the distribution of remedies for 
tuberculosis. 

“Help the poor to help themselves is a 


great motto of organized charity in Amer- | 


ica. It can be well applied in almost all 
cases, but it has no application here. The 
state must provide well-equipped hospitals 


for its consumptive poor. The reform move- | 


ment for crushing out the disease must be- 
gin with the destruction of the foul and 
dark tenement houses of the cities. 


Pleads for 
Model Tenements. 

“Let our philanthropists who have mill- 
lons to give out for the welfare of the 
masses stop building libraries and colleges 
and churches for awhile and devote their 
munificence to the construction of model 
tenement houses. The danger of pauper- 
izing the recipients of charity does not ex- 
ist here. By giving to the strugling la- 
boring man a pure and healthfu: and 
wholesome house to live in, organized char- 
ity will only help him to be a man among 
men. The women should be taught to make 
the home attractive, and the girls in the 
factories ought to be learning to cook.

Fred Rice Will Be Hanged 
for Murder. 


KILLED A POLICE. OFFICER 


.HE AND DESPERATE ASSOCIATES 
ATTEMPTED TO ESCAPE. 


In 1888, When He Entered Illinois 
University, He Was Bashful Boy, 
but He Soon Became Daring 
Criminal.

CHAMPAIGN, Ill, June 10.—Fred Lee 
Rice of Champaign was last week sen- 
tenced to be hanged at Toronto, Ont., tor 
the murder of a police officer, and will be 
executed on the 18th of July next. The 
crime of which he has been convicted was 
the outgrowth of a less heinous offense, the 
Tobbery of a bank, for which Rice and three 
confederates had received sentences of 21 
years’ imprisonment. 

Rice and his companions formed a gang 
of the most notorious and daring porch- 
climbers on the continent. Their field of 
operations was coextensive with the contl- 

_nhent. Wherever there was opportunity for 
plunder they went. 

They did not confine their operations to 

orch-climbing. Highway robbery, burg- 
ary and forgery were among their accom- 
oye er gin and for many years they 

affied the efforts of the police to effect 
their capture. 

All wer desperate characters, shrewd 
in their methods, skilled in the arts of the 
confidence men and utterly without fear. 
They made their headquarters in ta yon Po 
but conducted their operations principally 
in other cities. 


Made a Very 

‘Modest Student. 

At one time Fred Rice was a student at 
the University of Illinois at Champaign. 


He was reared on a farm in the vicinity 
pe Oise aaa and wh he entered the 
college of literature and arts, in 1888, he 
was a quiet, retiring country boy whose re- 
ned manners and handsome face made 

im popular among the coeds. Like many 
country boys, freedom from parental re- 
straint, which he enjoyed at the university 
for the first time, had a serious effect on 
his morals, and in his second year he was 
known as one of the wildest men in the 
university. 

His evident large-heartedness and kindly 
disposition made him friends among bot 
faculty and students and it was a long time 
before formal notice was taken of his ac- 
tions by the board of administration. When 
called before the body he always managed 
< gain the sympathy of the members, and 

@ was never severely punished for any 

fractions of the rules. 

here was at the time Rice was a student 

@ peculiarly eccentric man in the chair of 
physiology. Though able, he was regarded 
as unnecessarily cruel by the students and 
‘was cordially disliked. His particular hob- 
by was the training of children, who, he 
averréd, were petted too much for their own 
ood. His own little ones were compelled 

o wear the scantiesit of clothing in winter 
in order to become hardened to the cold. 
An inclination to cr for pain or other 
cause was sure to be followed by severe 
punishment from their parent. 


Only Surviving 
Member of the Gang. 
. Rice is now the only surviving member of 


the gang with which he became associated 
shortly after leaving the University of Illi- 
nois. He was the cleverest of the lot and 
in most tases their leader in criminal ex- 
ploits. He was called the forger, the 
scholar, the “poet’’ of the nefarious aggre- 
ation. He looked like a clergyman and 
ad a gift of eloquence that astunished 
many a pleader. t is characteristic of 
him that he is the only one of the gang 
that ever attempted diplomacy. Cornered, 
he never offered to kill, but, preferring soft 
Words, secured for himself the best of 
treatment in an extremi y. 

Frank Stewart, alias Gannon, well known 
as a Chicago thief, was the first of the 
quartet to die, He was killed in an igo t 
to escape after a Chicago West Side rob- 
bery. Jones was the next to pay the price. 
Rutled e committed suicide y dashing 
himself from the gallery of the Toronto 
all to the stone-paved court 40 feet be- 
ow. 


Crime for Which 
He Was Convicted. 
The crime for which the gang were ar- 


rested and convicted was the robbery of 
a bank at Aurora, Ont., from which they 
secured about $50.000. On intormation re- 
ceived from the Toronto police the entire 
gang were arrested in Chicago. Extradition 
proceedings were stubbornly fought in the 
courts here, but the culprits were eventual- 
ly taken to Canada, where, after trial, the 
were sentenced, as stated above, to 
years’ imprisonment.

Jones thrust his revolver at the head of 
the motorman and ordered him to send the 
car ahead fast. The motofman refused, 
shut off the current, detached his controller 
and beat Jones on the head with it. Con- 
stabié Stewart by this time had gained the 
rear end of the car and he shot Jones 
through the arm. Other officers came run- 
ning and the three men were recaptured. 

Jones wus taken to a hospital and his 
arm amputated. He died from shock and 
loss of blood and without an expressed re- 
gret for his career, — 

Rice’s influence over the fair sex was 
somewhat phenomena!. While he may not 
have had, like the jack tar of old, ‘‘a wife 
in every port,”’ he had admirers among the 
fair ones wherever he happened to be. After 
Judge Kohisaat of this city had ordered 
Yhe transfer of Rice and his companions 
to the custody of the Canadian police they 
were taken to the Harrison street police 
station for temporary security. 

When they were brought out to the pa- 
tol wagon two women were waiting close 
by and the police caused their arrest under 
the impression that they were looking for 
an opportunity to convey weapons to the 

risoners. However, the men were safely 
aken out of Chicago and to Toronto, where 
two of them now lie dead. /

Prof. Hill’s Observation of 
Pelee in Action. . 


FLUE TO EARTH'S FlaNACE 


SUMMIT IS 10,000 FEET ABOVE 
OCEAN’S BOTTOM. 


St. Pierre Was Destroyed by Souffriere 
Crater Which Scatters Its Gases 
While Summit Crater Throws 
Them Upward. 


Special to the Po@-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK,*:June 10.—Following were 
the observations made by Prof. Robert T. 
Hill, government geologist, who went to 
Martinique to investigate the eruption 
of Mont Pelee: 

“A cone is built up 10,000 feet above the 
ocean’s bottom by explosions from con- 
tact of earth and ocean water with the 
hot magma of the lower crust. The broader 
base of the cone is submerged beneath the 
ocean. The smaller top, alone visible, is 
Mont Pelee. 

“From the summit to the base a, great 
flue of chimney descends. In this flue is an 
elastic viscous column of molten rock, 
which rises and falls like the mercury 


in a tube. 

“Upon nearing the top at night, it creates 
a sight that both horrifies and frightens; 
when it withdraws to greater depth 
quiescence reigns. 

“Upon this moiten column water pours 
through the interstices of the surrounding 
pile. ‘The contact of water and molten 
rock causes explosions within the crater, 
A saa cannonading like salvos of ar- 
tiliery. 

“A single drop of water on red hot meta] 
makes a great splutter, torrents of water 
upon the thousands of square feet of mol- 
ten rock in the great central tube cause 
splutterings and detonations of a magni- 
tude greater than pen can describe, and 
strike the human heart with terror. 

“At the meeting point of the water and 
molten rock, the surface of the latter is 
shattered into unlimited particles of fine 
ashen pumice, which are driven out of the 
orifice, first upward, and then falling light- 
ly, for miles around, as showers of lapilli. 

“Sometimes these lapilli, or ashes, mix 
with water, and are forced out as torrents 
of mud. That portion of tie ash which falls 
immediately withim the’ bowl! ef the old cra- 
ter is building up a new cone around the 


vent. . 

“The ash puff shoots slowly upward; first 
appearing as a vast round head, convoluted 
rolling folds of smoke, resembling the su- 
tures of the human brain. Later, meeting 
strong wind, these spread out horizontally, 
like vast ribbons of cloud. 

“In the clouds are gases (probably car- 
bon and hydrogen), which, upon meeting 
with the oxygen of the air, lentte like slow- 
burning powder, constituting the so-called 
lightning effects which have been reported. 

‘At other times the ascending column 
contains more steam than ash. and rises 
vertically in pesos opalescent clouds, as 
meaured by Lieut Bernadou of the Dixie, 
reaching to 15,000 feet 

“‘From the top of these clouds to the bot- 
tom of the cone the whole volcanic column 
is fully five miles high. 

“But it was not this — sh. summit 
phenoména which destroyed St. Pierre. 

“To the east, in the Riviere Failasse, to 
the north at Ajouka Boullon, and on the 
west, are lower subsidiary openings, from 
which intermittent gulps of mud and steam 
are thrown. 

“That one to the west of the cone is 1250 
feet nearer-the sea and a mile closer to St. 
Pierre, far down in the deep and inaccessi- 
ble canyon gash ——- rom the lip of 
the summit down to the fond of the Riviere 
Blanche. 

“There is another crater seldom seen by 
man. This is Souffriere, otherwise Le- 
tangsec. When the summit crater puffs its 
clouds skyward, Letangsec shortly sends 
out, besides hot mud, a cloud of heavier 
ash and fumes, which go chasing down its 
slopes toward the sea. 

“On the eventful morning of May 8, from 
two to three minutes after the puff ascend- 
ed from the summit crater, Létangsec 
belched forth a cloud of hot ashes, super- 
heated, and deadly gas. 

“Rolling with the winds toward St. Pierre 
the gas in this cloud exploded with terrible 
effect over the northern part of th city. 

“The waves of force passed over the fated 
population and reverberated against the 
steep cliffs behind the city. All matter 
nearest the focus of greater explosion was 
annihilated. 

“As deadly as was the destruction in 8t. 
Pierre, the southern portion of the city 
lay beyond the center of disaster. The ves- 
sels in. the harbor, from which some 
escaped alive, were merely on its outer edge,’ 

‘It will require books to amplify this 
story; the foregoing it is essence.”

On Twelfth Day of Marriage He Point- 
ed Out Grave to Wife and At- 


tempted Suicide.

Gilbert Stanton were married on Decora- 
tion day. 


Yesterday the husband made application 
for membership in the Pheips’ Burial Asso- 
ciation and was accepted.

Stanton pointed out to his bride ‘the spot 
where he wished to be buried. On the way 
home she noticed that he was swallowing 
smal] pinches of something that he took 
from his pocket’ She asked him what he 
was eating. For answer he drew out a 
package 0: poison and swallowed all. 

Doctors are trying to save him, but it is 
believed he will die. Asked why he wished 
to kill himself, he'replied: 

“It's nobody’s business.”’ 

He is 21 years old, in comfortable cir- 
cumstances and had not suffered in health. 
Therefore, his wish to die is a mystery.

SAN BERNARDINO, Cal., June 10—J. P. 
Fay has returned from a trip across the 
Colorado with news of the death of J. A. 
Adams, deputy county surveyor of San Ber- 
nardino County and a garndson of John 
Brown, the abolitionist. Adams met with 
a horrible death, wandering away from thé 
surveying camp while temporarily dement- 
ed and perishing of starvation. ’ 

“We were out on the desert prospecting 
for gold,’”’ said Fay. ‘‘in Indian whom we 
had employed to show us where to find 
water on the desert caught nis foot in the 
stirrup while dismountirg his horse and fell 
on his back. The horse started to run, 
dragging the Indian by one foot. As the 

round was covered with jegged rocks, the

Ten Thousand Men Wanted 
to Care tor the Harvest 


THERE IS NEED FOR 3000 TEAMS 


WAGES RANGE FROM $1.50 to $2.50 
PER DAY. 


The Reapers Will Run on Moonlight 
Nights and Sundays, Too,. to Save 
the Golden Crop of 60,000,000 
Bushels Now Ripening. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TOPEKA, Kan., June 10.—Kansas wants 
10,000 farm hands. They are needed within 
10 days, and besides, the state is asking 
for 3000 or more teams. The wheat crop 
of Kansas, will be from 50,000,000 to 60,000,000 
bushels, and there are not enough men in 
the state to care for it. There is work for 
three weeks on the harvesting, and for 
from 60 to 90 days in the threshing. 

The demand for men is based on facts ob- 
tained from county officials. Here is a 
letter from the clerk of the county of 
Pratt, which may be taken as a sample: 

Office of the County Clerk, 
Pratt, Pratt County, Kan. 
Mr. D. W. Blaine, Pratt, Kan.: 

Dear Sir-—I have the honor to report to you that 
each of the assesosrs of the severa] townships of 
this (Pratt) county have made returns to this 
office as per your request, giving the number of 
hovresident men and teams used by the farmers 
of this county In harvesting their grain last season, 
asiso /\e number of nonresident men and teams 
that will be required to harvest this year’s crop. 
The totals are as follows: EBleren hundred and 
eighty-six men and 426 teams nsed in the harvest 
of 1901; 1558 Then and 559 teams needed for the 
harvest of 1002. 

Each assessor's report is made from a personal 
canvass, and gives the name and township of each 
fawner, and the number of men and teams he used 
last year, and the number he will require this 
seefon, aud is without doubt a true and correct 
estimate.

Expansion ef the 
Kansas Wheat Belt. 


Less than a score of years ago few farm- 
ers would think of sowing more wheat or 
corn than their own regular help could 


gather at harvest time. The most a farmer 
in any community would do wuzs to call 
a few of the neighbors to assist, if the 
grain threatened tc ripen too fast during 
the cutting of the same. The importing of 
labor was unthought of. j 

But today the wheat belts of the North- 
west and the Southwest afford a striking 
contrast to the relatively small industry of 
those days. 

Hundreds of acres in one field, one farmer 
operating 25 binders and employing a hun- 
dred harvest laborers, was beyond the 
wildest dreams of the old-time agricultur- 
ist. Yet this is common enough in the 
wheat-growing districts today. 

In Kansas there is quite as much eystem 
abort the harvesting of the great wheat 
crops as there is in the turning out of steel 
from the mills of the Pennsylvania, iron 
region. 

David W. Blaine, a farmer of Pratt Coun- 
ty. Kan., has arranged a plan to 


le and has 
it has been 


farmers. His scheme is sim 
already proved valuable, thoug 
in operation only three years. 

In 1901 alone it saved’ several hundred 
thousand dollars to the farmers of Kansas, 
and better results are expected the present 
season. This saving has been accomplished 
by securing help in ample time. 

Mr. Blaine began three years ago hy ad- 
veriising through the daily press for har- 
vest ‘‘thands’’ to go to his home community, 
Pratt County, and assist himself and neigh- 
bors in caring for surplus grain. ‘hou- 
sands of idle men in the cities read tho in- 
formation and hurried out. He turned the 
surplus over to the railroad companies and 
the men were sent where most needed. 

A general distributing agency has been 
established at Kansas City, another at To- 
peka and still another at Wichi.a, in the 
Very center of the wheat belt, where the 
farmers can meet and employ their help. 
Wages ranging from $1.50 to $2.50 per day 
are paid for eight hours’ work, double pay 
for extra time.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 10.—The Imperial 
council of the Nobles of the Mytic Shrine 
began its twenty-eighth annual session this 
morning.

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THE NEWSPAPER'’'S FUNCTION. 


The questions of the attorneys in the hearing for a change of 
venue in the Butler case indicated a belief on their part that the 
primary purpose of a newspaper in all its publications is to mold 
public opinion. Question after question showing the impression 
of. the attorneys that news was gathered and published for its 


,effect upon opinion was put to the newspaper men on the witness 


stand. 7 

When a representative of the Post-Dispatch was asked if the 
purpose of the Post-Dispatch in publishing certain articles and 
cartoons was to rmold public opinion he promptly answered no 
and added: ‘The primary purpose of the Post-Dispatch w&s to 
publish the news, to give the public the facts and a true view of 
the situation, so that the public might form a correct judgment.” 

Every zcod newspaper is a mora! force in the community, work- 
ing for its enlightenment and guidance. But the foundation of 
enlightenment and wise guidance is a knowledge of the actual 
facts. and the existing conditions; in short, publicity—the accu- 
rate publication ‘of the news—is the strongest element of mora! 
force in the ‘newspaper press. 

Having performed the primary function of a newspaper in pub- 
lishing the facts, the moral force of the publications and ther 
influence in enlightening and guiding public opinion may be 
strengthened by comment, which honestly and clearly points 
out the-significance of the facts and the existing conditions. But 
the basis of enlightened and sound public opinion is the truth. 

This wag illustrated in the Butler case by the Post-Dispatch. 
In his decision granting the change of venue Judge Ryan found 
the case of the existing prejudice in St. Louis against Butler 
in the latter’s own ‘“‘fee’’ interview published in the ‘Post-Dis- 
patch, in which he described his own methods of corruption. 
The impression of guilt therein conveyed was subsequently 
strengthened 'y the publication in the Post-Dispatch of the 
charges of Drs. Merrell and Chanman. 

The commert of the Post-Dispatch on these facts and utter- 
ances was limited to a calm and judicial interpretation of their 
significance. That was sufficient. The public formed its own 
judgment. ‘The public can be trusted to form a correct judgment 
if in possession of the facts.

CHINESE HENPECKED MEN. 


“Chirese humorous literature abounds 
with reference to henpecked husbands.”

World’s Record Holder Thinks 
His 100-Yard Mark 
Will Land, 


NEW YORK, June 10.—Arthur F. Duffey, 
Georgetown's marvelous sprinter. who low- 
ered the world’s 100-yard record to 93-5 
seconds, will sail for England on the Etruria 
June 14. He will be accompanied by W. F. 
Thompson, graduate manager of George- 
town University. Speaking of his plans 
while abroad, last night Duffey said: 

“I propose to place the English hundred 
yard record at 93-5 at the coronation games 
on July 6 if it is possible for me to do so. 
I do not think that it is in any human 
body to do 92-5 seconds, though one watch 
gave that time at the oval Saturday. 

I will run my first race at Wolverhamp- 
ton on June 28. The next meet at which I 
will compete will be the big event at Stam- 
ford Bridge in the suburbs of London 
where the coronation games will be held 
and the all-empire championships decided. 

“I am not sure as to how I will run in 
England. One feels stronger over there, but 
the speed does not seem to come so easily. 

‘Mr. Thompson and I will stay abroad 
all summer, and I mean to compete where- 
ever there are games in England, Ireland 
and Scotland. A good many championshi 
events are held ory season, and I will 
have ample opportunity to meet the best 
sprinters abroad. 

“I hope to do as well in England, but I 
hardly think I can. Everything must be 
right for record sprinting. I was worked 
up to it, and the fact that Schick and Cado- 
gan beat me in the start made me run bet- 
ter, ne te my legs shook when I awaited 
the egg »

BULL LEADERS IN CONTROL 


The First Car of New Wheat Expected 
Wednesday in St. Louis 
From Tennessee. 


July wheat closing Tuesday was %@tfc 
higher bid than on Monday, at 6854 @68%, c. 
The September option closed at the same 
figure as Monday, 684c bid. In the opening 
the disposition of the shorts to cover was 
attributed to the expected showing of the 


government crop report. 

Corn opened at 59%c for July and closed 
60%c asked, a gain of %c over Monday. 
September corn opened at 54%c and closed 
at 54%c bid, a gain of %c over Monday, 
while December closed at Monday's figures. 
Corn acts as if the bull leaders are in full 
control, country offerings continuing light. 

A carload of wheat from Tennessee is 
expected Wednesday. 

Receipts of grain in St. Louis were: 
Wheat, 44,554 bu, against 29,995 bu a. year 
ago; corn receipts were 18,900 bu, against 
39, 700 bu the same day last year. Oats 
were 44,550 bu, against 29,175 bu a year ago. 

The movement of wheat at northwestern 
points was 98 cars received at Minneapolis 
and Duluth, as against 438 cars a year ago. 

The weather map this morning shows, if 
such a thing were possible, an even more 
desirable weather condition than yester- 
day, clear in West and Southwest. The 
only rain on the map is a few light show- 
ers in the Northwest. There is not only 
an absence of rain west, but the skies are 
clear and the temperature high. In the 
extreme North at 7 a. m. the mercury was 
48 to 54, in the Dakotas and Minnesota, 54 
to 66: in Nebraska and Towa, 66 to 72, and 
in Kansas, Missouri, Illinois, Indiana and 
Ohio 66 to 74.

PROPOSED AGREEMENT FAILED 


NEGRO CONFESSED TO THE MUR- 
DER OF A. DEAN COOPER. 
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Crime Occurred on the Night of Jan- 
uary 22—Strother Was Arrested 
and Admitted Guilt After 
Sweating by Chief 
Desmond. 


The selection of a jury to try. William 
Strother, the negro charged with the mur- 
der of Millionaire <A. Deane Cooper, was 
commenced at 10 o'clock Tuesday morning, 
after negotiations between Circuit Attorney 
Folk and the defendant's lawyers for a set- 


tlement of the case had fallen through. 

It was understood Tuesday morning that 
Strother’s lawyers had proposed to enter a 
plea of guilty for their client.on condition 
that the sentence should not be more than 
15 years in the state penitentiary, and that 
Mr. Folk, in view of the failure to convict 
at the first trial, was ready to assent to 
these terms. 

Later the arrangements fell through, and 
neither Mr. Folk nor the colored lawyers, 
Crittenden Clark and Lewis Jones, who 
represented Strother, would discuss. the 
case. 

Strother was arrested early on the morn- 
ing of Thursday, Jan. 23, immediately after 
A. Deane Cooper had been found lying on a 
cot in the Vista bathhouse, of which he 
Was proprietor, with his skull fractured by 
the blow of a sledge hammer. 

Cooper, who was a millionaire and the 
largest landlord in St. Louis, died at 9:30 
o'clock the same morning. Saturday rorn- 
ing, as a coroner's jury was assembling to 
hear the evidence in the case, Strother con- 
fessed the crime to Chief of Detectives 
Desmond. 


NEGRO ARRESTED. 

Strother notified Cooper’s family at 3713 
Washington avenue shortly after midnight 
on the morning of Jan. 23 that his em- 
ployer had been injured at the bathhouse. 

“Tipd’’ Cooper, son of the injured man, 
hastened to the bathhouse and found his 
father apparently dead, his skull being 
broken in. Physicians and policemen were 
called, and while the former removed Coop- 
er to his home the latter placed the negro 
in custody. 

A $1500 diamond ring, which could be re- 
moved from Cooper’s finger only by a 
epring which he alone understood, was at 
once missed from the dying man’s finger, 
apd the police directed their search to this 
and to the instrument with which Cooper 
had been assaulted. 

A heavy sledge, bearing fresh blood 
stains, first rewarded the search of the po- 
lice. 

Toward daylight as the police patrolied 
the basement of the bathhouse, seeking 
further evidence, the light of their lan- 
terns penetrated a crevice upon the joists, 
8 feet above the floor, and the big diamond 
of the missing ring, hidden 2 inches inside 
the aperture, flashed forth like an electric 
light. 

Had the ring been placed in the crevice 
with the jewel toward the wall, the Cooper 
murder might be a mystery to this day, 
with innocent persons under suspicion. 


TOLD OF WOMEN’S VISIT. 

Strother, while saying that he had not 
left the bathhouse during the evening, had 
insisted that he kf¥w nothing of the man- 
ner in which his employer was injured. The 
finding of the ring seriously shook his state- 
ments, and he admitted after close ques- 
tioning that the ring had been in his pos- 
session. He explained that it had been giv- 
en to him by Cooper to care for while he 
slept. 

The negro bolstered his own protestations 
of innocence by the story of the mysterious 
visit of women to the bathhouse at a late 
hour Wednesday night. 

Suspicion against Strother was strength- 
ened by the double discovery that Cooper 
had arranged to sell the bathhouse, thus 
depriving him of what had been a profita- 
ble employment, and that Strother’s home 
at 116 South Rankin avenue, which he 
owned, was heavily incumbcred, and was 
about to.be sold fur debt. 


GAVE WAY TO SWEATING. 

During all the questionings of Thursday 
the negro stuck to his claim of innocence. 
Late in the afternoon of the murder Chief 
Desmond took the negro in hand. On the 
following morning he took him to the scene 
of the murder, and required him to rehearse 
his story, showing the surroundings.
